Peirce Elementary School — Garden Request

Arlington Belmont Crew Agreement

the agreement pending a solution to the trash question. Brackett School and Sole Permitting Use of 
Robbins Farm Park 


The Commisison discussed the request of Brackett School Principal Stephanie Zerchykov for Bracket to 
have sole permitted use of the Robbins Farm Playground during school hours due to the closure of the 
school playground. The Commission discussed the request but agreed it was precedent setting to all of the 
playgrounds that are adjacent to elementary schools including Dallin, Bishop, Stratton, North Union, and 
Perice. The Commission did not take action on the request but was not it support. Ms. Rothernberg asked 
about the installation of a Gaga Pit similar to Stratton School to give the students some play value on site. 
Mr. Curran will confer with Mr. Connelly.
